Ice Cream Cherry Nut Cake* 

Red. White and Blue Mints 
Salted Nuts*

Cherry Cluster Salad—Combine 
Yi cup chopped nutmeats and VS 
cup Mayonnaise Salad Dressing. 
Arrange 6 cups of lettuce and in 
each place a spoonful of nuts and 
Dressing. Drain the juice from 6 
halves canned peach, drying thor¬ 
oughly with a soft linen towel. 
Cream 1 package Philadelphia 
cream cheese and spread or frost 
the rounding side of the peaches. 
Cover the cheese completely, using 
Royal Anne Cherries that have 
been cut in half and stoned. The 
effect is that of a cluster of cherries. 
Place the peaches over the Mayon¬ 
naise and nuts on the leaf of lettuce 
to produce a most appropriate as 
well as delightful party salad. 

Meringues With Ice Cream — 
Beat 4 egg whites stiffly and fold 
in very gently 1 cup granulated 
sugar, Y teaspoon vanilla, and 1 
cup Rice Flakes. Drop by table¬ 
spoonfuls on a sheet of waxed paper 
on a baking pan, and bake in a slow 
oven (about 275* F.) until delicately 
brown and crisp. This will take 
from 40 to 50 minutes, depending 
on the size of the meringues. When 
baked, take from the oven and lift 
from the paper at once. Fill one 
meringue, when cool, with ice 
cream, cover with a second one to 
form a dessert that somewhat re¬ 
sembles a round ball. A little of the 
ice cream should show between the 
halves. On the top place a tiny silk 
flag which makes a most effective

They should 
be siiread thinly on small grain, such 
as wheat or rye, or on blucgrass pas¬ 
tures If spread In the winter time. 
The soluble plantfood will then be fix¬ 
ed In organic form In the growing] 
grain or grasses and will result In a i 
mtieh ranker growth of grain or grass] 
In the early spring. 

If left In the harnuntll spring, to-] 
baeco stalks may he used on land to ■ 
be devoted to corn, soybeans or mny 
be spread on small grain fields or, 
pastures. 

Feed Sows Well | 

Proper feeding of bred sows pre- 
vious to farrowing will lucreuse the | 
uumlier of pigs and make bog raising 
more profitable. In fact, the most! 
-critical time In feeding pigs is the] 
eight weeks preceding furrowing, 
when the nulmru young are develop- ] 
Ing into Individuals that will he either 
strong and vigorous ut birth or weak 
und with little chance of living and 
going to market In reasonable time 
and at a profit to their owner. 

Grady Sellards, ot the Uolloge of 
Agriculture, I'ulversity of Kentucky, 
recommends feeding jiroteln fetid, 
such us half of a pound of tankage or 
a gtdlon of milk law sow daily before 
the pigs come. There Is no other time 
when a little protein feed Is so valu- 
uhle to the pigs, he declares. 

If no pasture Is avuiluhle. a rt(fk 
should b(^ arranged so that some type| 
of legume hay, such as alfalfa or i 
korean lesitedeza, may he keitt before 
the sows. A mlaeral mixture of 40 j 
pounds each of ground limestone und | 
boneineul and 2 UlM>([nds of salt will i 
jirovlde additional nutrients that may 
be needed by the breeding herd. This 
mixture should be fed frttin the time 
the sows are bred until the idgs are 
weumHi. At other times. If tankage Is 
fed, no uddltlouul nilneruls, except 
salt. Is ueccessury for the proper bnl- 
aiifliig of the ration. 

A good, clean supply of drinking 
water, preferably slightly warmed in 
winter, should Ixt keiri where the sows 
can have access to it at will.

NO FREE TREES OR SEEDS 


The annual inflow—enough to fill 
several mullhugs—of requests for free 
trees fur planting on farms, parkings, 
and 111 front yards Is being received 
by the Forest Service, U, S. Deiairt- 
nient of Agriculture. Despite years of 
effort to correct the Impression some¬ 
how spread widely that the Forest 
Service has free trees for distribution, 
the orders and re(tuesta continue to 
come in. Some corres(iuiideuts ask for 
tree seed, a few ask for fruit trees. 
Not a few offer to pay for them. 

The Forest Servleegrows trees only 
for ulunting In National Forests, and 
eoascqiiently, it eaii not dlstrUnite or 
sell them to Individuals. Aided lu part 
by cooperative eoiitrlbntlnas from the 
Federal Government many of the 
State nurseries, for distribution in 
lots of .'Kill to l.ntli or more at a min¬ 
imum cost for forest planting on 
farms.

— Hqw It Operates

OTHER FUNCTIONS OF 
THE TREASURY 

T here is a provision In the Con¬ 
stitution that says the federal 
government has power to levy imposts 
to be collected at the customs houses. 
It Is nn obviously simple provision, 
hut performance of the privilege ac¬ 
corded there has been the basis for 
probably the greatest and most pro¬ 
longed controversy Into which poli¬ 
ticians have set their teeth. 

Tariff "lights" or "Is-sues" by what¬ 
ever name known have formed the 
backbone of more campaigns between 
the political parties than I can re¬ 
member. 

Mllllona of citizens of our country 
know of the treasury for one of two 
reasons; the money it handles or the 
taxes It collects. A great many hun¬ 
dreds of thousands know of It, how¬ 
ever, because of the customs service 
that was referred to. Next to tax 
collections, the treasury probably 
touches more people directly through 
the customs service thnn In any oth¬ 
er way. 

Its primary function was to collect 
those Imposts levied at the customs 
bouses, nnd It does that Job. ns every 
Importer of merchandise of any kiml 
can tell you. Not all Imports are 
subject to tariff duties, but those on 
which the Impost Is laid are exam¬ 
ined with a flne-toothed comb. 

Customs Inspection is a term that 
Is broad In Its meaning. It goes be¬ 
yond Just a casual examination; It 
means, actually, the most tliorougb- 
golng Investigation. For example, 
the tariff law may say that a duty Is 
laid upon an article of rubber, but 
It would add to that the phrase "or 
of which rubber Is the article of 
chief value." It Is up to the customs 
Inspectors to determine how much 
rubber Is used. Again, the levy may 
be laid at 10 per cent ad valorem, or 
10 per cent of Its value. The cus¬ 
toms Inspector and the appraiser of 
merchandise who work hand In hand, 
so to speak, have to determine what 
that value Is. 

As I have stated, the customs serv¬ 
ice Is designed for protection of the 
revenues as well as for collecting 
properly the duties on the merchan¬ 
dise entering ports legally. In pro¬ 
tecting the revenues, It has to prevent 
smuggling, and here Is where another 
old o&d distinguished treasury service 
should be called onto the stage. I 
refer to the United States coast 
guard, a service that Is as old as the 
government Itself, a military organi¬ 
zation that I hare always believed 
never has received the credit dne It 
The original purposes of the coast 
guard were named as protection of 
life and property at sea and preven¬ 
tion of Illegal entry of merchandise. 
It has the added duty of stopping the 
Illegal entry of liquor—rum running 
—since the nation has been under the 
Eighteenth amendment, but be It 
said to the credit of that organiza¬ 
tion, every blue uniformed officer and 
man of hla crew retains the first con¬ 
ception of the service as a tradition 
to be followed. They may be found 
In the places along shore that appar¬ 
ently God forgot but where the storms 
of the sea strike hardest, and I hare 
yet to encounter a slugie guardsman 
who complained of the bitter battles 
or the hardships which are the lot of 
the United States const guard. 

But while attention Is directed at 
imcomplalulng public servants, there 
Is another agency In the treasury that 
musi not be overlooked, namely, the 
United States public health service. 
Here Is a group of highly trained 
men of science who delve Into ques¬ 
tions affecting or likely to affect the 
nation's health, your health and 
mine. They do It without seeking 
public favor, for the plain love of 
learning truth. It seems. 

Many Is the warning the local pub¬ 
lic health department transmitted to 
the citizens of a community that had 
Its origin In the research and con¬ 
clusions of the little group of med¬ 
ical men making up the service and 
whose work In conjunction with state 
and city healtli officers extends from 
coast to coast. It was they, for In¬ 
stance. who shed the light of science 
on parrot fever ii few years ago and 
taught a nation how to fend It off. 
Another example: they have studied 
the anti freeze solutions used In anto- 
iiiohlle radiators and have branded 
some of Ihcm as dangerous to health 
hecuuse the fumes given off are 
poisonous. 

No picture of treasury operations 
would be complete without a refer¬ 
ence to the office of supervising archi¬ 
tect Especially Is this true under 
present conditions, when the federal 
gorernmaut U proriseding with vast 
programs of building. Rvery day, 
the pien * (ar e post office, or federal 
courts biiUdtng. or customs boust or 
some othsr building with a public 
purpose, ara being complsiad. 
they ere prepared by or under snpv- 

vlslon,a(-^.nr(dilte«ta in tha.traasiuF. 

Bernre thosip architects stsrt work, 
however, a branch of tbelr ofRct has 
examined available sites In the city 
or town where the building is to be, 
consulted with the local anthorltlss 
as to the needs, purchased the site 
out of federal funds and has received 
from congress authority to proceed. 
a« again, the treasury, though It be 
miles and miles from you, wields its 
Influence on your dally life.
